Western Fulton County roads 
are tops on RTC’s list 


The Purchase Area Develop¬ 
ment District’s Regional Trans¬ 
portation Committee has fin¬ 
ished its public input process and 
ranked each of the region’s high¬ 
way priority projects, which were 
identified by local elected offi¬ 
cials. Among the complete roster 
of regional projects, ranked fifth 
is a 3.727 mile length of roadway 
in Fulton County. The intersec¬ 
tion near the City of Hickman is 
the second priority of the com¬ 
mittee. 

The project, on route KY 125 
will be to correct substandard 
roadway geometries, address 
safety issues and freight ac¬ 
cess from KY 166 to KY 1099 
in Hickman. Ranked as 19th on 
the list was 1.659 miles in Fulton 
County, on route KY 125, to cor¬ 
rect substandard roadway geo¬ 
metries and address safety issues 


and freight access from Tennes¬ 
see state line to KY 166. 

“I appreciate the diligence, 
thought and hard work the com¬ 
mittee members put into the rank¬ 
ing process,” stated Hickman 
County Judge/Executive Kenny 
Wilson who serves as the Chair¬ 
man of the Regional Transporta¬ 
tion Committee. “It was evident 
that public safety along with eco¬ 
nomic development and tourism 
factored in the decision process 
of ranking projects.” 

Also high on the committee’s 
list is a section of US Hwy 641 
south in Calloway County. Plans 
are to conduct major widening of 
US Highway 641 South from KY 
1828 (located in Midway com¬ 
munity) to Clark’s River Middle 
Fork Bridge.

Attempted murder of 
an officer, shots fired 


The Fulton County Sheriff’s 
Office (FCSO) conducted hours 
of surveillance on a residence 
located on Fairview St. in Fulton, 
Ky., on May 30. Surveillance 
was being conducted to verify 
Anthony Kyle Wilson and Sarah 
M. Wilson were at the residence. 
Mr. Wilson had an active Fulton 
Circuit Grand Jury Indictment 
for drug charges, and Ms. Wilson 
an active Fulton District Court 
Criminal Summons for (3) counts 
of wanton endangerment for 
charges that occurred in April 
2015.

Port seeks grants to fund projects

On June 4 Fulton County 
Riverport Authority Executive 
Director Greg Curlin traveled to 
Frankfort to learn the status of four 
pending projects. “We have asked 
for matching funds on projects to 
improve the Port,” stated Curlin 
during the May board meeting. 
“One of which are funds to 
dredge in front of the Port’s cell.” 
The dredge will be returning to 
assist with maintaining of the 
Harbor. The cost to dredge that 
area is approximately $50,000, 
the Port would be responsible for 
$25,000 if they receive approval 
for the project from the Water 
Transportation Advisory Board. 


Two of the additional projects 
include paving the lot around 
the scale house to cut down on 
the amount of dust and adding 
concrete ramps out in front of 
the control room where the Port 
unloads grain barges. 

The final proposed project is 
the request for $250,000 to assist 
with the funding of a new crane 
for the Port. Currently, Curlin is 
focusing on a Manitowoc 4100. 
“I do know that the Owensboro 
and Henderson ports have also 
requested funding for cranes, as 
well,” he told the Port Board on 
May 26. “I am not sure if any of 
us will be awarded the funding

Dear Dave, 

I recently applied for life 
insurance for the first time with 
a child rider. The insurance 
company denied my request for 
the rider portion because my son 
has hemophilia. Do you have any 
suggestions or advice? 

Sarah 

Dear Sarah, 

Unfortunately, you’re going 
to have a difficult time with 
this situation. It’s generally 
pretty hard, for obvious reasons, 
for hemophiliacs to get life 
insurance. I hope you understand 
that’s a statistical statement, not a 
spiritual statement. 

You can always cover him as a 
child by building an emergency 
fund over and above the three 
to six months of expenses I 
normally recommend. A child 
rider is just a small policy to 
cover final expenses and things 
like that, so you could self- 
insure by saving up in the event 
— God forbid — of a worst case 
scenario. An average funeral 
today costs around $7,000 to 
$10,000. You could always 
spend less, but if you guys have 
reasonable safeguards this isn’t 
a situation you should be facing. 
I mean, there are probably some 
things he just shouldn’t do from 
a common sense standpoint, 
right? But lots of folks have 
long, wonderful lives with that 
particular condition. 

It might be that as research on 
the disease progresses and as he 
gets older, there’s a possibility 
that he could qualify. Think 
about this. If you even whispered 
a word like “cancer” anywhere 
near your name 25 years ago in 
the insurance business, you were 
done — no life insurance of any 
kind. Nowadays, they look at all 
the factors involved. You can 
actually have had cancer and get 
life insurance. 

In short, I think there’s hope 
for the future. In the meantime, 
I would cover it with a slightly 
larger emergency fund. Just add 
a few thousand to what you 
would normally set aside for 
emergencies, because you might 
face some medical issues, as 
well.

What are the long-term effects 
of declaring bankruptcy?

Dear Brittany, 

One of the biggest aftershocks 
of filing bankruptcy is that it stays 
on your credit report for years 
afterward. A Chapter 7 filing, 
which wipes out everything and 
gives you a clean slate, stays on 
your report for 10 years. Chapter 
13, which is a repayments plan, 
and Chapter 11, another type 
of large bankruptcy or business 
bankruptcy, both stay on your 
credit bureau report for seven 
years. 

Another big problem is that it 
can follow you around when it 
comes to applications or when 
you apply for different types of 
licenses. Many of these ask if 
you’ve ever filed bankruptcy. It 
doesn’t ask if it’s still on your 
credit report; it will ask if you’ve 
ever filed bankruptcy. If you 
have, you’ll have instances for 
the rest of your life when you 
have to admit it and explain it all 
over again. So, it’s an emotional 
scar that follows you around for 
a long, long time. 

Too many bankruptcy filers 
never really recover from their 
financial distress because they 
never learn new and better ways 
to manage their money. That’s 
why I recommend people do 
everything they can to avoid 
bankruptcy. It’s not an easy do- 
over; it’s a last-resort kind of 
thing. And in the vast majority of 
situations it’s just not necessary.

‘If the EPA can do this, what can’t it do?’

Environmental Protection 
Agency Administrator Gina 
McCarthy claims critics overstate 
the reach of her agency’s 
controversial new “Waters of the 
United States” rule. 

McCarthy swears the regulation 
is meant only to “simplify and 
clarify” the federal Clean Water 
Act (CWA) passed by Congress 
in 1972 to control pollution in 
rivers, lakes and wetlands. 

Opponents of the EPA’s latest 
action, including Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, R- 
Ky., warn the rule is yet another 
power grab by President Obama’s 
administration that not only will 
hurt several sectors of Kentucky’s 
- and the nation’s - economy but 
also diminishes states’ authority 
and threatens property rights. 

“Claiming EPA jurisdiction 
over an area of private property 
just because a small pond or 
ditch is there is ridiculous,” 
McConnell wrote in a recent op¬ 
ed. “If the EPA can do this, what 
can’t it do?” 

Statements by McCarthy 
and other representatives in the 
administration attempting to 
justify the new rule offer plenty of 
reason to question - with strong 
suspicion - their intentions. 

In fact, a bit of testing reveals 
that the levels of political 


Two members of the Zoning 
and Planning Commission, Su¬ 
san Major and Judy Powell, ad¬ 
dressed the Hickman City Com¬ 
mission on Monday, May 18 
during a budget workshop meet¬ 
ing. Major and Powell would like 
to see some funding found in the 
budget to bring back the position 
of building inspector. 

“I have served on this commis¬ 
sion for a number of years,” not¬ 
ed Major. “At one time we had a 
code enforcement officer (build¬ 
ing inspector). We no longer have 
anyone serving in that capacity.” 

The city has a number of ordi¬ 
nances and regulations that need 
to be followed. “The building in¬ 
spector would make sure the rules 
were being followed when manu¬ 
factured homes are being placed 
on properties, when homes are 
being built,” she added. 

It was pointed out by Major 
that years ago the person who 
was in charge of the water treat¬ 
ment plant was also the building 
inspector. “I didn’t know if there 
would be anyway for someone to 
have a duel position,” she added. 
“When you have zoning laws you 
need an officer who really learns 
the material and can serve in that 
position for the city.” 

Blighted property in the city is 
an issue. Code enforcement offi- 


pollution in the spring from 
which the new clean water rule 
burst forth are more toxic to 
Kentucky’s farmers and builders 
than the dirtiest portion of the 
Ohio River. 

Let’s start by testing the 
toxicity found in the responses 
springing forth from one of the 
confidants of McCarthy’s thin- 
skinned boss demeaning those 
with legitimate concerns about 
the new regulation. 

“The only people with reason 
to oppose the rule are polluters 
who threaten our clean water,” 
White House senior adviser 
Brian Deese told reporters. 

Really? 

Is the rural Kentucky farmer 
who dares to express his concern 
that the new regulation could 
prevent him not only from 
engaging in traditional farming 
practices but also from changing 
his operation in ways needed to 
remain profitable, somehow, a 
“polluter” without concern about 
the water his family - or cattle 
- drinks? 

Do White House elites really 
count the Northern Kentucky 
home builder concerned about 
being blocked from moving 
forward with a planned 
development that provides 
financial security for him and 
his family for generations to 


Tony Grogan is currently serv¬ 
ing as the code enforcement of¬ 
ficer. No one has filled that role 
since Bill Murray left. 

It is a matter of money there 
is so little building going on in 
Hickman there is no way to pay 
someone to be the building in¬ 
spector. “It would be a drain on 
the city,” stated Mayor Pro Tern 
David Weatherly. 

“We have looked at a way to 
figure out a way to have someone 
be more actively involved in that, 
but not now,” he said. “Maybe 
one day, but it is not likely to hap¬ 
pen.” 

“If you have an ordinance, like 
the planning and zoning ordi¬ 
nance, you are obligated by law 
to have someone to enforce it,” 
added Judy Powell. “It takes time 
to learn about all the ordinances 
to be able to enforce them.” Zon- 
ning and Planning Commission 
uses KRS 100 as a point of refer¬ 
ence. 

Major suggested having some¬ 
one in a part-time capacity. “No 
one is applying for building per¬ 
mits but there is building going 
on,” she noted. “People placing 
manufactured homes on proper¬ 
ties are coming to our meeting 
and we give them the regulations, 
but no one follows up to make 
sure they are following the 


come among the “polluters who 
threaten our clean water?” 

Is the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau (KFB) a pro-pollution 
organization based on its alerts 
warning that the new water rule 
threatens to bleed dry the policy 
of federalism established by the 
Clean Water Act? 

“The CWAestablished a system 
of cooperative federalism that 
preserves primary state authority 
over land and water uses, but 
prohibits certain ‘discharges’ 
into ‘navigable waters’ from 
a ‘point source’ (i.e., a pipe or 
conveyance) unless authorized 
by federal permit,” a KFB 
communique stated. 

Such balance - the recognition 
of the need to ensure a clean, 
safe water supply but with an 
approach that works with states 
rather than against them - can 
be found nowhere in the tactics 
of the out-of-touch radicals who 
control the EPA. 

KFB’s release noted the 
EPA’s new rule threatens a long¬ 
standing policy - based upon the 
1972 law and the intentions of 
those who wrote it - that “state 
and local governments have 
jurisdiction over smaller, more 
remote waters, such as many 
ponds and isolated wetlands.” 

Supporters of the new 
regulation make bogus, 
unsubstantiated assertions that 
more federal involvement is 
required because states aren’t 
getting the job done. 

It approaches the height of 
absurdity to believe that Kentucky 
miners, farmers and builders 
who themselves must drink the 
water on the land where they live 
wouldn’t be at least as vigilant in 
protecting the commonwealth’s 
rivers, lakes and streams as some 
polluted politician or brow¬ 
beating bureaucrat in broken- 
down Washington.

Rodamaker updates Rotarians on the progress 
of HFRECC and GEMC’s possible consolidation

Earlier this year on January 22 
Hickman-Fulton Counties RECC 
(HFRECC) announced its plans 
to seek consolidation with either 
Gibson Electric Membership 
Corporation (GEMC) in 
Tennessee or West Kentucky 
RECC. 

As the local co-op board 
continued to examine all its 
options with both systems, it 
determined that GEMC was the 
best one to continue to pursue 
options of a consolidation for 
members of both co-ops. 

On Thursday, May 28, Dan 
Rodamaker, President and CEO 
of GEMC, shared an update on 
the continued efforts of both 
boards as they consider the 
possibility of a consolidation. 

“Our board met on Wednesday 
(May 27) and HFRECC’s board 
met on Tuesday (May 26) and 
both are still in agreement to 
keep moving forward with the 
possibility of consolidating,” 
noted Rodamaker. “Our number 
one goal is to save the members 
money.” 

Once the boards pose the 
consolidation plan to their 
members, the members will 
ultimately make the final decision 
on whether or not to become one 
co-op. 

Another goal is to ensure that 
no one gets hurt through the 
protection of employees’ jobs, 
while creating a better utility. 

“We feel by becoming one 
larger utility we can cut our 
expenses and keep cost pressures 
down for all members,” he 
added.

meeting with regulators and 
determining the credit worthiness 
of both co-ops. “Right now both 
co-ops have 60-70% equity,” 
he said. “If we consolidate 
our utilities, we would also 
consolidate our loans.” 

Debbie Weatherford, Interim 
President and CEO of the 
Hickman-based Co-op, along 
with Hickman Rotarians and 
HFRECC employees Ward 
Morgan and Rex Coffey, were 
also in attendance on Thursday. 

“HFRECC’s leadership has 
been instrumental in putting 
together numbers for the 
consolidation study,” Rodamaker 
said. “As we take each step toward 
a vote and possible consolidation, 
off ramps have been instituted 
along the way providing a way 
out for either utility.” 

With GEMC having 35,000 
members to HFRECC’s 3,700, 
the two boards also agreed to 
the following if a consolidation 
is approved by the boards and 
memberships: 

• HFRECC members will 
receive a decrease in their current 
rates; 

• Current union and non-union 
HFRECC employees will receive 
the same level of compensation 
(including benefits) and the 
existing negotiated union 
contract will be honored through 
August 2019; 

• The Hickman office and 
warehouse will become a district 
office and remain open; 

• The HFRECC B oard approved 
operations and maintenance plan 
will be implemented and steps 
will be taken to improve service 
reliability in Carlisle County, 
which in the long-term may 
include a substation;

• Membership in the Kentucky 
Association of Electric 
Cooperatives will be continued; 
and 

• There will be geographical 
representation of the HFRECC 
Membership on the future 
Board. 

Rodamaker sees a time line for 
possible consolidation starting 
with TVA first giving regulatory 
approval, thenHFRECC members 
having a vote in September and 
Gibson EMC members having a 
vote in October with a plan for 
consolidation around January 1, 
2016.

Mikel Knight Street team members spotted in Hickman 


According to the website 
www.savingcountrymusic.com, 
published on May 26, five mem¬ 
bers of Mikel Night’s Maverick 
Dirt Road Street Team were ar¬ 
rested in South Dakota on May 
20. They were arrested in the 
town of Mitchell at the local 
Walmart for selling CD’s without 
a proper peddler’s license. Ac¬ 
cording to Patrol Sgt. Joel Rein- 
esch, the Mikel Knight street 
teams have frequented Mitchell 
and surrounding communities 
often, usually being “shooed out 
of town” without incident. How¬ 
ever, because of the recurring 
nature of the problem with the 
street teams, including the South 
Dakota Department of Revenue 
sending a letter to the Mikel 
Knight organization warning 
them about the violations as far 
back as 2014, the five men were 
arrested and cited with Class 1 
misdemeanors. 

And this wasn’t the first run in 
with the law for the Mikel Knight 
street teams. On Monday, May 
18, authorities in Storm Lake, 
Iowa, about 3 hours south and 
east of Mitchell, SD cited seven 
Mikel Knight Street Team mem¬ 
bers with Failure to Have a Solic¬ 
itors License in connection with 
the sale of Mikel Knight CD’s. 
Seven Men were cited including: 
Zachary Ayers, 23, of Shinnston, 
WV; Kyle Banks, 25, of Moscow, 
OH; Austin Henderson, 18, of 
Dexter, MO; Brian Mullen, 28, 
of Hermitage, TN; John Thomas, 
26, of Ashland, TX; Tyler Hedi- 
ger, 27, of Gore, OK; and Terry 
Smith, 25, of Cookeville, TN. 

In O’Neill, NE, about two 
hours south of Mitchell, SD, po¬ 
lice were also warning residents 
on Wednesday, May 21st about 
the aggressive street teams in the 
area, and to not purchase items 
from them. “We have received 
several complaints about Mikel 
Knight vans and RVs in O’Neill 
and the surrounding areas,” local 
police said in a statement. “These 


parties do not have the proper 
permits to be selling items in the 
city of O’Neill. We have also tak¬ 
en complaints of them stopping 
vehicles.” 

The way certain street team 
members have been treated is 
what has led to mounting contro¬ 
versy. 

A Facebook posting also warns 
that “they coerce young people 
to “work” for them traveling all 
over to park here and there and 
aggressively sell CD’s claiming 
the money is for charity.” 

A Cayce community resident, 
LeeAnn Stafford spotted one of 
their vans in the Little General 
parking lot in Hickman one day 
when she drove by after work on 
her way home. After seeing a post 
on Facebook, Stafford followed it 
up with a message to The Courier 
office on Monday, June 1. 

Hickman Police Chief Tony 
Grogan validated that one of 
Mikel Night’s vans and a torn 
van were in Hickman on May 8 
at 6:06 p.m.” They were set up in 
the Little General parking lot,” 
he stated. “Hickman does have 
an ordinance that allows busi¬ 
nesses to temporarily set up shop 
in town for one day without a li¬ 
cense. However, they do have to 
have permission from the local 
establishment. They were asked 
to vacate the premises because 
they did not request permission 
from the Manager of Little Gen¬ 
eral.” Grogan also said that he 
did receive complaints from peo¬ 
ple stating that the people associ¬ 
ated with the vans were harassing 
them, asking them to purchase 
the CDs. 

Grogan watched as they de¬ 
parted the city via Hwy 94 south 
toward Tiptonville, Tenn. They 
haven’t been seen in Hickman 
since.

The first step to a thousand 
memories starts where this 
sidewalk ends. At the bottom. 
West Hickman. If you call it by 
any other name you have never 
lived in West Hickman. The 
pride. The swagger is in you. 
This rowdy part of a town called 
Hickman came first. The flat 
boats, showboats, steamboats, 
anything that floated stopped 
here. The wagons and the rails 
left their tracks as well. I’ll let 
the historians tell you the dates 
and who came and went; what 
they said and where they slept. I 
want to tell you about what made 
West Hickman, West Hickman. 

The saloons where a deckhand 
could ‘wet your whistle’ and ‘eat 
your fill” were there.

“I 
got a place on my crew fer ya.” 
Some settled there, passing on 
the hard life. The work ethic. As 
Hickman became a major player 
in commerce and industry; 
that seed, left to grow in West 
Hickman flourished. Generations 
grew up and kept adding to the 
reputation. Just saying you were 
from West Hickman was like 
carrying a sign, “hands off.” 


The historians can tell more 
about Hickman years ago. The 
doomsayers can talk about how 
Hickman is dying. I want to tell 
the stories of not so long ago. 
Memories of a community full 
of baseball players on every 


empty lot. Kick bailers on the 
dusty streets. Bike races, skinned 
knees, go carts, broken bones 
and the togetherness. If you 
messed with someone from West 
Hickman, the reputation and 
the rowdy came out. In droves. 


Inherited from the fight, live or 
die attitude of generations of 
hard working, hard drinking and 
hard fighting survivors. I was a 
survivor. Down these steps there 
is more to come... from 50 years 
ago.

Tips for growing your best tomato yet

Nothing beats the flavor of 
fresh-from-the-garden tomatoes. 
Make this your biggest and tasti¬ 
est tomato harvest yet with prop¬ 
er planting and care. 

Reduce pest problems and in¬ 
crease the harvest by growing 
your tomatoes in a sunny loca¬ 
tion with well-drained soil or in a 
quality potting mix for container 
gardens. Improve your garden 
soil by adding several inches of 
organic matter to the top eight 
to twelve inches of soil prior to 
planting. Compost, aged manure, 
and other organic materials help 
improve drainage in heavy clay 
soil and increase the water hold¬ 
ing ability of sandy soil. 

Add a slow release organic 
nitrogen fertilizer like Milorgan- 
ite (milorganite.com) according 
to label directions at planting. 
Slow release fertilizers provide 
a constant diet that is better for 
your plants and less work for 
you. Save yourself more time by 
mixing the fertilizer into the soil 
when incorporating the organic 
matter. Then give your plants a 
midseason boost as needed. 

Once the soil is prepared, wait 
for the air and soil to warm to 
plant your tomatoes. Planting 
too early when the soil is still 
cool and the nights are chilly can 
stress the plant and delay your 
harvest. 

Plant your tomatoes slightly 
deeper or in a trench for better 
rooting. Trench tomatoes by dig¬ 
ging a shallow trench about 3 to 
4 inches deep. Remove the lower 
leaves and lay the plant on its 
side in the hole. Roots will even¬ 
tually form along the stem. Care¬ 
fully bend the stem, so the upper 
leaves will be above the soil. Fill 
the trench with soil and water. 

Stake or tower your tomatoes 
to reduce insect and disease prob¬ 
lems and make harvesting easier. 


The type of tomato and your 
schedule will help determine the 
training system that works best 
for you. 

Determinate tomatoes (look 
for the D on the tag) grow a cer¬ 
tain height and stop. They work 
well in towers, containers or even 
hanging baskets. Indeterminate 
tomatoes, labeled with an I, keep 
growing taller, producing more 
flowers and fruit until the end of 
the growing season. These do 
best when grown on tall sturdy 
stakes or extra tall strong towers. 

Towering tomatoes is easy. 
Simply place the tower over the 
tomatoes at planting. Tomatoes 
grown in towers produce a larger, 
but later harvest than staked to¬ 
mato plants. 

Allow a bit more time if you 
decide to stake your plants. 
Place the stake in the ground at 
planting. Be careful not to injure 
the roots. As the plants begin to 
grow prune off all side branches, 
suckers, that develop between the 
main stem and leaves. Loosely 
tie the remaining one or two 
stems to the stake. Cloth strips, 
twine or other soft ties work 
well. Keep tying up the plants 
as they continue to grow. Staked 
tomatoes produce the earliest and 
smallest harvest. 

Check new plantings every few 
days and water often enough to 
keep the developing root system 
moist. Harvest your tomatoes 
when fully colored. Leave them 
on the plant an extra 5 or 6 days 
for even better flavor. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the animals often move in 
and feast on the ripening fruit. In 
this case, you may need to finish 
ripening tomatoes indoors. 

And once you taste that first red 
ripe tomato, you’ll be looking for 
more sunny spots for containers 
or to expand your garden.

On Friday night, May 22, the 
36 graduates of Fulton County 
High School heard from three 
of their own and from Fulton 
County Class of 1973 graduate 
Tim Langford.

Profiles in Nature 
Periodical Cicada 


There here! For the ones of 
you that have been following my 
column, I have made mention 
at least a couple of times that 
the Periodical Cicada is due 
here again in 2015. I found 
and captured the first ones on 
05/12/2015. 

Commonly called “13 or 17 
year locust” this insect isn’t 
really a locust at all. That would 
be a grasshopper and we don’t 
have the species that cause those 
swarms here. Instead, they 
are cicadas. Periodical cicadas 
differ from annual cicadas in 
that they have a several year 
life span (either 13 or 17 years) 
whereas the annual cicada has a 
lifespan of 2 to 3 years, they are 
considered annual because there 
are always a few that emerge 
each year. Periodical cicadas 
can easily be distinguished from 
annual species. They are much 
smaller and all 7 species have 
bright red eyes. The different 
broods of periodical cicadas 
are well documented and maps 
exist of the years of emergence 
as well as the areas that will be 
affected. What we are seeing this 
year is Brood # XXIII, the Lower 
Mississippi Valley Brood. This is 
a 13- 


year cicada. 

There are 7 described species of 
periodical cicada, 4 thirteen year 
and 3 seventeen year. All of them 
are in the genus Magicicada. The 
emergence of brood XXIII this 
year should be nothing short of 
spectacular. This brood contains 
all 4 of the 13-year species and 
covers areas of AR, IL, IN, KY, 
LA, MO, MS, and TN. 

Cicadas are harmless to 
humans. They have piercing 
mouthparts to suck sap from 
twigs and an ovipositor to pierce 
bark and lay eggs, but do not use 
these for defense. 

After digging an emergence 
tunnel, mature nymphs will 
crawl up some structure and shed 
their skin, this process is called 
ecdysis. Adults only live for 4 
to 6 weeks during which time 
they call, mate, and lay eggs. 
The female makes a slit in a 
twig and deposits eggs. Around 
20 eggs are laid in each slit and 
individuals may lay up to 600 
each! Many of these twigs later 
will die beyond the pierced site 
and dead twig tips or “flagging” 
will be evident of many trees in 
the area. When the young hatch 
they are about the size of a small 
ant and will fall to the ground 



and burrow in which is where 
they will spend the next 13 years 
before emerging again in the year 
2028! During these 13 years the 
nymphs will undergo 5 stages of 
growth while feeding on sap and 
juices from plant roots. 

While generally considered 
harmless, sometimes the sheer 
numbers of insects laying eggs 
may damage young trees. About 
the only protection from this 
would be to cover smaller trees 
with some type of screening or 
netting. 

For most of us, just set back 
and enjoy one of nature’s shows!

Remember a cloudy June day 
at Grandma’s house? Soft rain 
that caused puddles, not streams. 
Time on the front porch with 
enough quiet so we could hear a 
woodpecker at work? A moment 
to lift a person to reminisce, 
let imagination sparkle, and a 
thought climb to summit of a 
cluttered priority list. 

All serving to make room for: 
“what can I do right now?” kind 
of moments. 

Rainy days can blend nostalgia 
and imagination with energy 
to take to the stairway up top to 
the seldom opened small door, 
the attic. Treasure hunt time. 

It happened to 54-year-old 
Karl Kissner in Defiance Ohio 
a few summers ago and life has 
never been the same since for 
attic adventurers and baseball 
card collectors. 

Maybe you remember the 
story from the Toledo Blade 
newspaper, dateline: Defiance, 
Ohio, 2012. Baseball cards found 
from 1910 in pristine condition. 

“... (it) all started out as a walk 
down memory lane,” Kissner 
told a reporter. 

Alongside cousin Karla Hench, 
he went rummaging in the attic of 
a home owned by an aunt recently 
deceased. It had belonged to their 
grandfather Carl Hench who died 
in 1910. 

Like most pack rat Americans 
(see storage unit industry), the 
Hench family accumulated 
stuff. Predicated mostly on the 
familiar: “gee, I might need that 
one of these days” items. And 
so, crates and boxes and bundles 
filled and pushed into crooks and 
crannies, eventually up to the 
attic. Forgotten. 

At this point, put your 
imagination into the fun of it... 

Transport yourself into 
Kissner’s shoes and the attic of 
an 1800s-built home, a veritable 
family museum. Under a single 
light bulb, amid the dust covered 
typicals - Christmas decorations, 
an old dresser with (cracked) 
mirror, a trunk (grandma’s 
quilts?), toys and porcelain dolls, 


wooden boxes, a ladder-back 
chair or two, a floor lamp. 

One’s curiosity on high alert 
by now, you’re hoping to find a 
bundle of letters (spicy maybe) 
done in elegant penmanship ... 
a turn-of-the century newspaper 
or post-Civil War magazine. Or, 
treasure of treasures: A family 
album hiding those remarkable 
for their pixel clarity black-and- 
white photographs. 

This is a point at which 
Kissner and his cousin Karla 
Hench elevated attic trolling and 
discovery up to level: “Can you 
believe this?” 

They would make a discovery 
Karl would characterize later as 
“... like finding the Mona Lisa in 
the attic.” 

Moving aside a wooden doll 
house, he found a soot-covered 
cardboard box. With Karla 
looking on, he raised the lid, 
looked inside and discovered 
baseball cards bundled in string 
taken from Grandpa Hench’s 
butcher shop. More than 700 
of them. Smaller than cards we 
collected and bound in rubber 
bands with such care in the 
1950s. 

Suddenly Kissner was looking 
at faces of Christy Mathewson 
and Connie Mack, Ty Cobb, Cy 
Young and Honus Wagner, all in 
perfect condition. Eventually 37 
of them would be auctioned for 
more than half a million dollars. 

The cards had come to Hench’s 
butcher shop as give-away 
samples by tobacco product 
salesmen to promote turn-of- 
the-century items. Hench had 
so many, he shuffled them home 
and into the attic. 

Kissner set the box aside on 
a dresser and rummaged awhile 
longer, but later would take the 
box of cards to his office, then 
on to a safety deposit box at a 
Defiance bank. 

By late 2012, the treasure 
trove, unseen for more than a 
century, would be on display at 
the National Sports Collectors 
Convention in Baltimore. The 37 
cards featuring Hall of Famers 


Cobb, Young and Wagner 
projected to sell for $500,000 
sold for $566,132. 

Eventually the total collection 
would be valued at more than 
$3 million and be shared by 20 
cousins. 

Whether or not Kissner and 
Karl Hench received a bonus, 
there’s no word. But he did tell 
a reporter, the baseball card 
windfall “has brought all our 
family closer together.” 

Thoughts to leave this story 
with? Two. 

V First, to this day in an attic 
belonging to someone you know, 
there are baseball cards still in 
original packages (with bubble 
gum). 

V It’s June, maybe a rainy 
day soon would be time for 
you to visit the attic at the old 
home place. Just for fun, you 
understand?

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Footbridge gone forever

The Claude Walker foot bridge also known as 
Southern Heights footbridge but better known as 
the Swinging Bridge is gone. Forever a memory 
until the ones that hold that memory are gone as 
well. No standing landmark. No historical marker. 
Swallowed up by Kudzu at first. The iron scrappers 
finished the demise of a great historical structure 
with a history as rich and colorful as the man that 
had it commissioned. Colonel Claude Walker. The 
bridge from Southern Heights did not meet the 
bank at the comer of Fulton and Upper Catlett 
streets. You had to walk down to it. The support 
beams were too short. Concrete pillars almost 
ten foot tall were built to meet the iron beams. 
Walking across it you could feel the sway thus 
the nickname “Swinging Bridge”. Colonel Walker 
refused to pay for it. He told the Vincennes Indiana 
Bridge company they could come get their bridge. 
After two court appeals; they never came. In 1974 
it could have been rebuilt for the cost of now the 
price of a Kentucky Historical Marker. Should we 
let this rich history die? I had a dream of rebuilding 
it at one time. Now I dream of placement of a 
Kentucky Historical Marker. The challenge is 
down. $2,500.00. Any takers? Thank you Charlotte 
Smith for your tenacious effort in finding and 
reprinting the following...

Hickman’s footbridge linked to State 
Bicentennial Celebration

The Southern Heights footbridge, which was 
built nearly 65 years ago, may soon stand as one of 
Hickman’s most unique landmarks as it once did 
many years ago. 

The first major community project that the Fulton 
County Vocational Center endeavors to undertake 
is the reconstruction of the beloved footbridge 
which was built by Claude Walker in 1909. 

Jeff Shell, a senior at the Fulton County High 
School and the president of the Fulton County 
chapter of the Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America (VIC A), and Steve Callison, vice-president 
of VICA, have been conducting some entailed 
research to better learn the history of the old bridge 
and the feasibility of this reconstruction. 

Under the direction of the Vocational Center’s 
carpentry director Mike Crider and the Center’s 
coordinator James M. Everett, the project may 
become reality with the much needed support of 
the community. 

With the Kentucky Bicentennial Celebration 
being observed this year, 1974, which is only three 
days old, it is just the time to begin the planning of 
the activity which will not only provide a scenic 
and enjoyable bridge for the citizens of Hickman 
but will add to the list of landmarks in Hickman 
during the state’s 200th birthday celebration. 

“The Fulton County Vocational Center 
will provide two-thirds of the entire cost of 
reconstruction of the footbridge as our Center will 
provide all of the labor. All we need is financial 
assistance in the cost of the metal,” said Everett. 

“Our purpose in striving to achieve this and other 
community projects is not to compete with other 
skilled workers in the area. Our purpose is twofold 
in that such projects will provide valuable training 
grounds for our students in all departments of the 
Center which will be included in the projects. Such 
projects are also fine opportunities to teach young 
people to be good citizens by supporting and 
improving their community. 

“The specific project of rebuilding the old 
Colonel Walker bridge will also involve the Future 
Farmers of America chapter, specifically the 
members who work with “Building Our American 
Communities,” as well as other youth and civic 
organizations in the county.” 

Jeff Shell, assisted by Darryl Williams and Terry 
Powell, is heading the historical committee of the 
rebuilding of the Southern Heights footbridge. His 
research includes learning as much about the history 
of the bridge as possible. Much of the information 
which follows later in this article concerning the 
bridge was contributed by Shell and Callison, who 
are the head of the feasibility committee. 

As Shell stated, “my hope is that the building 
of the bridge will be undertaken by the Vocational 
Center. I dream of being able to go to the scenic area 
on a picnic, lying under a big tree and looking up 
at the bridge which I helped to rebuild. The young 
people of Hickman need a place to go instead of 
having to travel twenty miles just for a picnic.” 

The feasibility committee includes Glenn 
Wiseman and Jimmy Simmons who will be working 
with Callison in studying the actual planning and 
learning if the project is possible. They will look 
into the land and the available resources. 

After completing the two studies and with the 
support of the community, plans will be taken to 
the Regional Economic Development Office. Then 
under the advisement of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority workers who have told Everett they will 
help advise as to putting together funds, the project 
will begin. 

The Hickman Lions Club was the first community 
group which was approached by the Vocational 
Center concerning the reconstruction of the bridge. 
The Center plans to contact many local and county 
groups for their support. 

Following the proposed construction, it is hoped 
that community enthusiasm will continue so as 
to develop the area beneath the bridge as a park, 
providing a leisurely spot where the area residents 
can enjoy their free time. 

The bridge has a fascinating history which will 
be of interest to many young Fulton Countians and 
which is remembers by many area residents. 

All that remains of the Southern Heights 
footbridge in Hickman is a rusty iron frame. 
Also known as the Colonel Walker bridge, the 
structure spanned the ravine which was known as 
“Sleepy Hollow.” The road to Southern Heights 
was unpaved and often difficult to travel. The old 
wooden bridge was tom down 
by Walker who felt that the iron 
footbridge would increase the 
value of his property. 

Walker held a Kentucky 
Colonel commission and liked to 
be called Colonel. He was noted 
for his gold handled cane and his 
gray spats. 

In the year 1909, Walker 
finalized a contract with the 
Vincennes Bridge Company of 
Vincennes, Ind., for the purpose 
of providing easy and fast 
transportation between the hill 
and Southern Heights. Walker 
then lived in the old Townsend 
house and owned property in 
Southern Heights, which he 
desired to divide into and sell as 
lots. 

Engineer T. S. Hamilton 
completed the 285-foot-long 
footbridge in 1909 at the cost of

$925 which was billed to Walker. When the bridge 
was finished, however, Walker was not satisfied, 
claiming that the bridge was not built to exact 
specifications of the contract. 

The Vincennes Bridge Company filed suit 
against Walker, as B. T. Davis of Hickman and 
J. E. Robins of Mayfield served as prosecuting 
attorneys. Defense attorneys W. B. Armberg and 
E. J. Stahr, both of Hickman, and W. J. Webb of 
Mayfield won the case which was taken to the 
Court of Appeals in October of 1918 where the 
bridge company was again defeated. Walker then 
filed a follow-up suit which was later dismissed. 
The Vincennes Bridge Company was never paid 
for the bridge’s construction. Court procedures 
were added to the files in 1919. 

The bridge was not only a means of transportation 
but was also a popular place for children to play 
and ride their bicycles and ponies. Some of the 
more daring youngsters walked across the railings 
or swung from the iron railings. The bridge was 
closed to automobiles. 

After 30 years, the floorboards began to weaken 
and Hickman Mayor C. P. Mabry, who served as 
mayor during Walker’s tenure as judge from 1934- 
42, determined to make the bridge more safe. 

An engineer was called who started tearing 
down the bridge and replacing it entirely would be 
more economical than repairing it. Mabry was not 
able to gain the needed support from loci citizens 
before Ms office ended. One of Ms last official acts 
as mayor was an order to close the bridge. 

Hugh Swayne, whose home overlooks the bridge, 
also tried to arouse the commumty for the project 
as he felt the bridge could continue to draw tourists 
who came to the Mil wMch overlooked the scernc 
Mississippi River. Swayne was unsuccessful in 
gaining financial pledges and the bridge continued 
to deteriorate. 

Trees grew into the once beautiful and scernc 
ravine and, in the summer months, their foliage 
Mdes the bridge wMch once stood as proudly as a 
Hickman landmark. 

Until 1960, the Hickman City Commission made 
repairs to the bridge. In 1960, however, the bridge 
was condemned and warnings were posted. 

At the January 4, 1971 meeting of the City 
Commission, it was decided by a unammous 
vote that the bridge would be allowed to remain 
standing as a longtime landmark and former tourist 
attraction.
